These are people walking 
around with acute cases who are not 
able to get hospital care. 


The report also includes the 
chronically ill, aged and infirm. 
There are absolutely no facilities in 
the county, and the City Infirmary 
is filled, with a waiting list of over 
500. The state provides no facilities 
for these people. The only other 
facilities are the private nursing 
homes, and the majority of these are 
run in a deplorable manner. 


The people of Missouri have a 
lot to be ashamed of in the health 
and welfare needs of their state. My 
own opinion is that this is due to 
lack of knowledge of the conditions. 
Within the last few days I have 
had several phone calls at home 
from strangers who have stated 
their interest in the situation. If 
the public as a whole were conscious 
of the terrible situation that exists 
they would eventually get this need 
corrected.

‘free feeding of politicians at the city dog 
pound may seem petty politics; but it raises a 
more serious question. Is the pound a symbol 
of rottenness which may have crept into city 
affairs? | 

Public attention is focussed on the grand jury 
because of that question. The dog pound case 
has to be cleared up before Circuit Attorney Ed- 
ward E. Dowd and his staff can make a broader 
inquiry into the workings of city government 
and there has been no such inquiry for years. 

Enough has already been told of the dog 
pound to involve a lot of politics and a lot of 
politicians. 

Mrs. Ann Fuerst, Ninth Ward Democratic 
committeewoman, and Roy Farrar, Twenty-sev- 
enth Ward committeeman, are said to have been 
paid $250 a month as stray-dog spotters.” Yet 
the public has been told they spotted few dogs. 

Charles Whitley, whom Mayor Tucker fired 
as pound master, says this gravy train was 
hitched to the pound by orders from higher up. 
How much higher? 

The story is that the late Mayor Darst, Comp- 
trollér Milton and Henry Luaders, 
Ninth Ward c committeeman, were 
among those present at a meeting in which the 
pound management was established, But Mr. 
Carpenter says he has “no definite recollection” 
of such a meeting. 

After proposing Whitley for pound master, 
Luaders became the pound’s bookkeeper and 
controlled most of the expenditures. Comptrol- 
ler Carpenter says his office did not receive 
pound fees as required by law. 

These reports indicate that the dog pound 
was a realm separate from earnest public super 
vision, where the dogs got less than the poli- 
ticians and the city got next to nothing. That is 
why Mayor Tucker has demanded that the pound 
be placed in the city Health Division. 


Meanwhile Farrar and Mrs. Fuerst have been 
arrested for obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses. Luaders and Whitley were arrested as 
material witnesses—Whitley after he had told 
his story and Luaders after he had changed his. 

The dog pound case raises blunt questions of 
fraud, if not malfedsance and perjury. It also 
involves some local political powers.

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An Oath in East Alton 

_ Residents of four East Side public housing 
projects, suddenly required to take a loyalty 
oath by the Illinois Legislature, may find 
some small comfort in the fact that a housing 
oath passed by Congress has been declared 
unconstitutional in New York. But people sub- 
jected to special tests of loyalty are usually 
less impressed by legal questions than by the 
pure nonsense of such procedures, 

A loyalty oath does not make anybody any 
more or less loyal than he was before. And if 
the State of Illinois can apply such oaths to any 
citizen who gets some benefit from government, 
then the oaths can be applied to everybody 
from cradle to grave, and not just housing 
residents, By this same silly theory the state 
could demand oaths from youngsters receiving 
aid to dependent children or people entering 
public buildings.

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Pinpointing the Veto 

The selective veto for appropriations bills is 
much needed and long overdue, es George H. 
Hall showed in his account of the 77-year fight 
for it. Until it becomes available to the Presi- 
dent, he can never exercise true economy—as 
distinguished from the mere cutting of funds— 
in his dealings with Congress. 

As a long as a President must approve or veto 

an appropriations bill in its entirety, Congress 
can engage in what are in effect filibusters 
against the executive branch. 
A step on the way to the selective veto was 
taken seven years ago when riders on Senate 
appropriations bills were prohibited under the 
Legislative Reorganization Act. Riders were 
merely a eruder form of cramming unacceptable 
legislation down the President's throat. If the 
states are laboratories for federal glegislation, 
then the laboratory report favors selective veto, 
for 39 states, including Missouri, now have it. 

Senators are supposed to be United States 
Senators, but all too often, when national and 
state interests conflict, they are apt to recall 
that it will be the voters of one state alone who

It is too easy for an 
individual to make even multiple contributions 
to a single campaign chest without having the 
gifts on the record. Any number of committees 
may be organized in behalf of a candidate, and 
gifts to them need not be publicized. 


It would be very difficult to maintain that a 
man should limit campaign contributions to a 
single candidate, instead of supporting several 
in an effort to assure his party’s dominance in 
Congress. But surely all such gifts should be 
reported. The voters do have a right to know 
how much is spent in any campaign and where 
the money comes from. But as it stands, federal 
law ignores this right,

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Why Not Compromise Now? 

A telephone strike is not what it used to be 
as a public emergency. The development of 
automatic equipment and the training of super- 
visors to take over during a walkout have 
enabled Southwestern Bell to maintain an 
amazingly high standard of service since the 
present strike began last Wednesday. 

Nevertheless, the public has an interest in 
the resumption of negotiations for a settlement 
of the wage dispute. Not only is the public 
entitled to fully adequate telephone service, 


but the loss of income both to the strikers 


and the company, in the event of a long strike, 
would be a matter of public concern. 


So it is to be hoped that the resumed 
negotiations will take place in a favorable 
atm ere and that both sides will approach 
them with a willingness to make now the 
compromises that are suré to be made even- 
tually. Everybody knows that a bargain will 
have to be struck some time. Why not strike 
it now, without going through the usual contest 
to see who can hold his breath the longest?

Aid to Epileptics 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


HOUGH medical science has done much to help 

epileptics, lawmakers have not done their share. Still 

on the statutes in most of the United States are laws 
discriminating against epileptics, denying them marriage, 
work, or even education, These laws are relics of old 
prejudices and ignorante, dating from the nineteenth 
century. 

Actually, epileptics are like other people, except for 
one particular. At times they have moments of confusion 
or even convulsions. These spells can be fully or partly 
controlled by medical treatment. Between spells, many 

people with epilepsy are healthy and have real ability.

EPILEPTICS ARE NOT necessarily below average in 
mentality. A study of 600 office patients shows that 
adolescents having epilepsy had an average I. Q. (intelligent 
quotient) of 104, though the normal for the population 18 
100. Older people with epilepsy showed an average I. Q. 
of 108. Despite this, a survey shows that 134 colleges and 
universities in the. United States and Canada refuse to 
admit epileptics, while 352 accepted them only under 
certain conditions, a 

“The personal attitudes of teachers and superintendents 
in public schools as well as the parents of other children 
deny grade and high schooling to some children having 
epilepsy. These people need to learn that the child whose 
seizures are reasonably controlled can be a positive asset. 
Deft handling of convulsions can be a lesson in first aid. 
Association with a person who bravely carries on in spite 
of such a handicap can be socially instructive. Is the sight 
of a convulsion harmful to schoolmates? How about the 
murder and mayhem they view on television? 

So speak out Dr. William G. Lennox, associate pro- 
fessor of neurology at the Harvard medical school and Dr. 
Charles H. Markham of the Boston Children’s Hospital in

AS FAR AS MARRIAGE is concerned, possibly some 
people with epilepsy should not marry. But certainly some 
epileptics, having other traits that are valuable and which 
more than outweigh their epilepsy,.should marry and have 
children, According to Drs. Lennox and Markham, one 
child in 30 from such a marriage might have seizures, but 

only one in 60 might have chronic seizures, of which most 

would be controllable, 

Denying work to people of ability just because they 
have epilepsy is tragically shortsighted. Such people have 
to be maintained in idleness with public funds. 

On the other hand, if employers could overcome their 
prejudice against epileptics, prospective employes wouldn't 
conceal their difficulty and thus wouldn't endanger both 
themselves and their employer. They could be put into 
many job classifications in which an occasional seizure 
-would not matter. In some states laws relating to em- 
ployers“ liability need to be reconsidered and changed.
